A new burlesque, called ‘‘ King John, (with the Benefit of the Act),”’ was 
brought out, with complete success, at the St. James’s,on Monday. It isa 
close travestre on the play of Shakspeare, interspersed with parodies, and ad- 
mnirably performed by H. Hall, of the Strand Theatre, seconded by Wright, 
Gardener, and other members of the company. The penny-a-liners of the 
daily press have, some of them voted that the incidents are vulgar. As the 

ncidents happen to be precisely the same as those in Shakspeare’s play, the 
penny-a-liners are either wilful liars, or absolute fools, or both, which is most | 
probable. The idea of these creatures talkihg about vulgarity! Fancy the 
refinement of a dirty Scotch emigrant, or an impudent Irish adventurer, for 
these are the people who do the critical for the daily press. The humbug of 
newspaper criticism is so vast, that we may probably think it worth our while 
to exterminate the thing altogether, a result that must ensue from the exposure 
we are capable of giving. If it were worth the while of any one to compare 
the different criticisms, in the different newspapers, on the same piece, he 
would find scarcely two of the press-gang saying the same thing, and let him 
look to the same paper of a month’s later date, and he will find the very 
same creature sliming over with his venom, the very same piece that a month 
before he had bespattered with{his praise and viceversa. This is enough to show 
at ance how completely judgment is out of the question in newspaper criticism. 
That the public is led away by it, is also a false idea, for the public, which is 
generally right in the long run, will crowd to see things the press-gang have 
abused, (from some miserable motive, or another,) and on the contrary, all 
its porter inspired puffing, and gin engendered praise, will not induce the 
public to go and see that which in its own judgment, is unworthy to be 
run after. The only mistake is on the part of the managers, who fancy that 
any importance can by possibility be attached to a newspaper criticism. It is 
aninsult to the public to suppose it will suffer its judgment to be guided by 
creatures who take to the press as an alternative from some, if possible, 
more degrading calling. They have all their motives. They write pieces, and 
abuse the manager who has had the good sense to reject them. They seek 
the acquaintance of men of talent and character, and abuse those whose gen- 
tlemanly feeling will not allow them to do any thing more than spit upon 
them. Such are the dramatic critics of the press. Their intellects are bound- 
ed on the north by the gin bottle, on the south by the cigar, on the east by 
the porter pot, and on the west by the tobacco pipe. The public hiased by 
the opinion of such creatures—Faugh !—Pooh !—Pish !—Whew !—Prepos- 
terous!
